Warbler’s Nest Children’s Learning 
Center to serve as model for Michigan

Adults and children alike 
scooped shovels of dirt at 
Kirtland Community 
College last week at a site 
where the Warbler’s Nest 
Children’s Learning Center 
will be located. 

Kirtland Community 
College officials, guests, 
about two dozen children 
and “Sparky” the Firebird 
were on hand for the 
groundbreaking held on 
Wednesday, Aug. 25, for the 
Children’s Learning Center. 

The 4,608 square foot 
facility, which will be locat- 
ed on campus across from 
the Kirtland House 
Conference Center, — is 
expected to be open in 
January 2011. 

The center replaces the 
existing Children’s 
Learning Center, which was 
located in a converted hous- 
ing unit built in the mid- 
1970s for faculty housing. 

Dr. Thomas Quinn, presi- 
dent of Kirtland 
Community College, said 
college officials began plan- 
ning for the new facility in 
the spring of 2009 to 
replace the current obsolete 
structure, 

“It was never designed 
for that purpose and we 


\ 
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wanted something world- 
class,” Quinn said. 

The Warbler’s Nest will 
serve as a childcare facility 
and early childhood Jearn- 
ing center. It will be made 
available to children of stu- 
dents, employees and from 
local communities. A 
recent survey indicated that 
35 pereent of students 
enrolled al Kirtland 
Community College had at 
least one child living with 
them and the average age 
for students slated to. start 
the 2010 fall semester is 
just under 30. 

“T think that just: speaks 
volumes for the need for 
this new Children’s 
Learning Center,” said Tim 
Hagen-Foley, director of the 
Kirtland Community 
College Foundation, 

The college will rent 
offices in the building to the 
Great Start Collaborative, 
which is involved with 55 
Great Start Collaboratives, 
70 Great Start Parent 
Coalitions and 10 Great 
Start Regional Child Care 
Resource Centers — in 
Michigan. The Great Start 
Collaboratives receive 
funds and support from the 
Early Childhood 
Investment Corp.

Little League officials 
have concerns with kids 
riding their bikes on the 
busy thoroughfare into the 
town, balls feaving the 
playing field and going into 
the road, traffic and a lack 
of parking. The fields are 
also located on a former 
dumpsite and chunks of 
glass often come up to the 
surface. 

But when construction 
bids were opened earlier 
this month, the bids ranged 


from $243,000 to 
$362,000. 

Last week, the county 
was forced to issue lay-off 
notices to two employees 
and still faces trimming 
another $100,000 to bal- 
ance the budget for the 
2010-11 fiscal year. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, questioned 
the sense of pursuing the 
relocation of the bail fields 
under the current financial 
circumstances. 

“Based on the economy, 
we're getting ourselves 
pushed back into reality,” 
he said. “It's no different 
than what we have to do at 
home, in our own business- 
es or whatever it might be.” 

County Commissioner 
Mike Lange, chairman of 
the county’s ways and 
means committee, request- 
ed more time for the audit 
committee to come up with 
a plan to fund the ball 
fields. He said the fields 
would not be available for 
play until 2012, and sug- 
gested the county use 
$300,000 from an econom- 


ic development fund to sup- 
port field relocations. 
“That money, over the 
years I’ve sat here on the 
board, I’ve watched over 
$100,000 go south on us,” 
Lange said of economic 
development funds going to 
businesses who did pay 
back .the county or closed 
after receiving the funds. 
Lange’s proposal died 
because of a lack of support 
from other board members. 
Stephenson noted that the 
county might need to use 
economic development 
funds over the next few 
years to make ends meet. 
“Tf there’s nothing Ieft in 
the kitty, there’s nothing 
left to draw — from,” 
Stephenson said. “We 
thought we were bare bones 
before, but we’re getling 
more bare bones.” 
Stephenson said a com- 
plex jury trial could put the 
county into even more dire 
financial circumstances. 
“We could have a large 
trial that could suck that 
down in a heartbeat,” 
Stephenson said of the 
funds the county has held in 
reserves,

Democrat David Leyton, 56, has 
been Genesee county prosecutor 
for several years, a job which pro- 
vides considerable and varied 
challenges. Mr. Leyton won a 
close battle for party support over 
Detroit attorney Richard Bernstein 
at the Democratic “preference” 
convention several weeks ago. 

The Republican candidate is Bill 
Schuette, also 56, of Midland, who 
defeated GOP senate leader Mike 
Bishop by a virtual handful of 
votes at the GOP nominating con- 
vention. 

If Mr. Schuette’s name is famil- 
iar to many voters, it should be. In 
earlier years he has been elected to

Romans 11:30-32 gives 
us both a summary of chapter 
#11 and also a summary of 
the entire doctrinal section of 
Romans chapters #1-11: 
“30For as ye in times past 
have not believed God, yet 
have now obtained mercy 
through = their ~— unbelief: 
31Even so have these also 
now not believed, that 
through your mercy they also 
may obtain mercy, 32For God 
hath concluded them all in 
unbelief, that he might have 
mercy upon all.” 

First, God voids any and 
all basis for Gentile pride or 
claims to superiority over the 
Jews as a reason for God sav- 
ing us. ““30For as ye in limes 
past have not believed God,

than traveling around 
Michigan in the fall and vis- 
iting my friends and neigh- 
bors,” he said. 

Young said he will fight to 
get Kelly elected to the 
Supreme Court, to maintain 
the 4-to-3 majority of con- 
servative justices who have 
been on the court for years. 

Davis said Michigan resi- 
dents should not expect any 
mudslinging on his part, 
although he stated he was 
“committed to turning 
around one of the worst 
Supreme Courts in the 
Country” in a Detroit News 
column — published — on 
Sunday. 

“If other people want to 
make a fight out of it -- that’s 
their business,” he said. 

Davis said he appreciates 
being among the lineage of 
Supreme Court Justices 
from the northern Lower 
Peninsula and = Upper 
Peninsula to serve on the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

“There is a long history of 
northern Michigan being 
represented on the Supreme 
Court and { think it is very 
important to have someone 
there representing their val- 
ues and is very valuable to 
have that perspective from 
the northern portion of the 
state,” he said. 

Davis said he would not 
have run for the Appeals 
Court or the Supreme Court 
without being appointed 
first, according to an 
Associated — Press news 
story. Mounting a successful 
campaign as a non-incun- 
bent, he said, requires lots of 
money and being well-con- 
nected, “which country boys 
seldom are.” 

“You recognize — that 
there’s this huge diversity in 
Michigan, and that. things 
are done differently in dif- 
ferent places,” said Davis, 
who noted that he still owns 
a family farm in the Burt 
Lake area. “And unless you 
have a good understanding 
of this, sometimes it’s diffi- 
cult to fashion the kind of 
remedies that we ought to 
have if we're going forward 
us a state.”
